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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. Previous objection to the specification is withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment 
filed April 26, 2005.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Previous rejection to the claims under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, is withdrawn in 
view of Applicant's amendment filed April 26, 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 7-12 and 21-26 (renumbered as 1-12) are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 7 and 21 are allowed because the closest prior art, Yosh et al. (US Patent 
Number 6,097,959) and Teder et al. (US Patent Number 5,828,659), have been disqualified as 
prior art given Applicant's statement of Common Ownership (see page 9, last paragraph of the 
response filed April 26, 2005) pursuant to MPEP 702.02(1). Further, the applicable prior art of 
record (prior art not commonly owned by Telefonaktiebolaget LM Ericsson, the parent company 
of Ericsson, Inc) fails to anticipate or render obvious a method and apparatus for determining the 
position of a wireless mobile terminal including determining three (first, second and third) timing 
advance values between the wireless mobile terminal and three (first, second and third) 
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corresponding cells by synchronizing to the cells without waiting for acknowledgements as 
defined by applicant, in combination with all other limitations in the claim.
